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1. All pending claims 1-18 are allowed. Claims 10-18 are newly added. Claims 1 
and 10 are independent. 

2. It is noted that a new power of attorney was filed January 1 0, 2006. 
Applicant is reminded of the improper foreign priority claim filed with the 

Combined Declaration and Power of Attorney on March 15, 2002. During the months of 
May and June of 2006, the Examiner and Attorney Michael Willardson had several 
telephone conversations about the defective priority claim form filed March 15, 2002, 
which contains an "X" placed under "NO". Mr. Willardson was informed that an Office 
Action will be given at the end of a response period for the Examiner, if no petition and 
fee were filed to correct the defect or to properly claim the foreign priority. As of the 
date of this Office Action, no petition or fee has been recorded. Also, no data regarding 
foreign priority claim has been pickup by the Initial Applicant Examination Branch of the 
PTO.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 requires that the carrier chassis, comprising a document platform and a 
through-hole, be disposed on an outer casing of the optical canner, an engaging 
element formed on the outer casing, in combination with other limitations of claim 1 . 
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The closest prior at Tsai et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,450,475) discloses a platform 
adjustment device for a scanner, but the carrier chassis (20, 30) of Tsai et al. (Figs. 3A 
and 3B) comprising a document platform (30) is not shown to be disposed on the outer 
casing (1 1) of the optical scanner but disposed on a support (13) which is fixed to the 
lower base (1 1 ), and the engaging element (12) of Tsai et al. is not formed on the outer 
casing (1 1 ) but formed on the support (13). 
Claims 2-9 depend on claim 1 . 

New claim 10 requires that the carrier chassis, comprising a document platform, 
be coupled to the outer casing within which one or more optical elements are disposed, 
and an adjust element disposed on the carrier chassis and adapted to adjust a position 
of the carrier chassis with respect to the outer casing to change the optical path of the 
optical elements. The carrier chassis (20, 30) of the closest prior art Tsai et al. 
(6,450,475) (Figs. 3A and 3B) is not coupled to the outer casing (11). 

Claims 11-18 depend on claim 10.
